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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-7,10-13,43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The limitation "substantially free of P2O5" is 
not considered to be supported by the disclosure. Although the disclosure recited P2O5 
may not be added which would equal zero%, this does not provide support for 
substantially free which allows for some of the constituent in as much the disclosure 
fails to define a set range for "substantially free. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-7,10-13,43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The limitation "substantially free of P2O5" is not defined in the disclosure as to 
what amounts are included or excluded from this limitation therefor the metes and 
bounds of the claims cannot be determined. The term "substantially free" in the claims 
is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. The term "substantially free" is not 
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defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the 
requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of 
the scope of the invention. 

Claims 10 and 11 RO is not defined 

Claim 13 the amount of TiC^is outside the range claimed in claim 1 . 
Also claim 1 should recite mass%. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

6. Claims 1-7,10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Japanese document 11-100230. 

See examples 4,7,9. Products of identical composition may not have mutually 
exclusive properties. In re Spada, 15 USPQ2d 1655,1658 (Fed. Circ. 1990). 

7. Claims 1-7,10-12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sibuya 
etal (4,835,12). 

See examples 6 and 10. Products of identical composition may not have 
mutually exclusive properties. In re Spada, 15 USPQ2d 1655,1658 (Fed. Circ. 1990). 

8. Claims 1-7,10-13,43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Goto (5,972,816), for reasons of record. 

The applied reference has a common assignee and inventor with the instant 
application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it 
constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
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might be overcome either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention 
disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the inventor of this 
application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing 
under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Applicants 1 argument that the limitation "substantially free of P2O5" excludes the 
P2O5 of Goto is not persuasive in overcoming the rejection. The disclosure and claims 
fail to define what amounts are encompassed by the terminology substantially free. 
Since this limitation relative it is not clear that the amounts of P2O5 taught by Goto are 
excluded. Furthermore the thermal expansions taught by Goto are within the claimed 
ranges. 

Double Patenting 

9. Claims 1 -1 3,43 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-12 of U.S. Patent No. 
5,972,816. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because of reasons set forth. 

Applicants argue the claims fail to recite the thermal expansion and 
transparency. This is not persuasive since these properties would be inherent of the 
claimed invention absent tangible evidence to the contrary. As to the instant claims 
being "substantially free of P2O5" this terminology fails to quantitatively define amount 
that distinguishes from Goto.
